opened in Hackney. 

The pioneering building 
in Orsman Road, 
Shoreditch, will house two 
police teams, plus members 
of the Council’s street 
warden, environmental 
enforcement and 
community safety teams.

The purpose built 
office, owned by the 
Shoreditch Trust, was 
officially opened by Met 
Police Commissioner, Sir 
Ian Blair, on 26 March. 

He said: “This is the 
most marvellous example 
of how community 


policing needs to be done. 
It’s a sense of the police 
being visible. It is also a 
fantastic example of 
partnership working, 
between the police and 
local authority.”

this office, the first of its 
kind in the UK, is another 
example of how we are 
working together to deliver 
a safer environment for the 
communities of Hackney. 


“It is through joint 
partnership working that 
Hackney was the first 
borough to achieve a Home 
Office three-year target of a 
20 per cent reduction in 
priority crimes, which we 
did in 18 months. The 



overall reduction now 
stands at 32 per cent. 

“We intend to continue 
to work with our partners 
to build on this success and 
set the standard for 
tackling crime and anti- 
social behaviour in 
Shoreditch, along with 
creating an innovative 
model, which can be 
adopted across the UK.”

Make a mark

HACKNEY residents 
could lose their chance to 
influence London’s future 
on 1 May if they are not 
registered to vote. 

But there’s still time - 
people who register by 16 
April can vote for who they 
want to be Mayor of 
London and represent them 
in the London Assembly. 

This is important 
because the Mayor makes 
decisions on issues such as 
transport, policing, fire 
and safety, housing, the 
environment, economic 
development, arts and 
culture. London Assembly 
members also have a vital 
role to play in examining 
the Mayor’s plans and 
decisions, as well as 
investigating important 
issues for Londoners. 

The capital has the 
worst rate for voter 
registration in the UK, 
with almost one-in-five 
residents missing from the 
register in some parts of 
London. Hackney Chief 
Executive and borough 
Returning Officer, Tim 
Shields, joined colleagues 


from every borough at 
City Hall to urge people 
not to miss out. 

He said: “To everyone 
in our borough and across 
London we’re saying: 
register to vote if you 
want to make your mark 
on the next four years. 

“The little crosses you 
make on the ballot paper 
on 1 May are giant 
expressions of the way 
you want London to be.” 

To vote in the elections 
you need to live in the 
capital and be at least 1 8 
years old on 1 May; a 
British, Commonwealth, 
or EU citizen; and on the 
electoral register. If you’ve 
recently moved, you will 
need to register to vote 
from your new address.

Figo scores against TB

FOOTBALL star Luis Figo 
was mobbed by fans when 
he visited Hackney Free 
and Parochial School, E9. 

The Inter Milan midfielder 
and Portugal international 
was there to launch a global 
campaign against 
tuberculosis (TB). 

The one-time European 
and World Player of the Year 
took part in a penalty shoot- 
out with schoolchildren at 
the launch of the ‘I Am 


Stopping TB’ campaign, 
which aims to raise 
awareness of the disease as 
one of the biggest killers in 
the world today. 

TB is an illness that 
usually attacks the lungs, but 
can affect any part of the 
body. It spreads when 
infectious people cough, 
sneeze or talk and propel TB 
germs into the air. Hackney 
has one of the highest rates 
of TB in the country. 

Speaking at a press 
conference with former 
Portuguese president and 


UN Special Envoy, Dr Jorge 
Sampaio, Figo said: “The 
fight against TB is a big one 
and if I can increase 
knowledge of the disease 
with my presence, then I 
will.” 

The launch was held on 
the eve of the release of a 
new report from the World 
Health Organisation. 

Dr Vanessa Saliba, Public 
Health Strategist at City and 
Hackney PCT, said: “TB is 
preventable and curable, and 
people have the right to free 
treatment and support.”

Seven locations, including 
Hackney Marshes, Clissold 
and Britannia leisure 
centres, plus Shoreditch 
and Haggerston parks, will 
be included in an official 
guide of venues across the 


UK. In the months and 
weeks leading up to the 
Games, residents could see 
archery teams practising on 
the Marshes, basketball 
players shooting hoops at 
SPACE Hackney 
Community College, or 
fencing at the future KPMG 
Academy in Homerton. 

Venues are only included 
in the London 2012 Guide 
for Pre-Games Training 
Camps if they meet 
international standards for 
training in specific Olympic 
and Paralympic sports. 

The guide will be sent to 
all competing countries’ 


Designs on the Olympic Park 

THE team of landscape architects that will design the 
Olympic Park has been announced - and it includes a 
Hackney-based organisation. 

LDA Design - Hargreaves Associates will develop plans 
for the largest new urban park in London for 1 50 years, 
featuring natural amphitheatres and lawns for events, 
new wildlife habitats and allotments. The design team will 
include Kinnear Landscape Architects, based in Haggerston. 


National Olympic and 
Paralympic Committees so 
teams can decide where to 
base themselves and where 
to send athletes to prepare 
and acclimatise for London 
2012 . 

The Council intends to 
ensure that, with careful 
programming, residents do 
not miss out on sporting or 
physical activities if their 
local leisure facility is being 
used as a 2012 training 
venue.

The Newspaper House

We’re going up - Council Tax stays down

HACKNEY now has the 


13 th lowest Council Tax in 
London - having kept it at 
the same level for the fourth 
year in a row. 


In 2002, Hackney had the 
fourth highest Council Tax 
in the capital. This year, for 
the first time ever, Hackney 


is in the top half of a league 
table for low charges. 

The figures, released by 
London Councils, show 
that Hackney costs 
residents less than local 
authorities in Ealing or 
Kingston-upon-Thames. 

The borough also now 
has lower Council Tax rates 
than Camden, Brent, 
Redbridge and Enfield. 

All residents should have 
received an A-Z guide - 
outlining the range of 
services provided by 
Hackney - with their 
Council Tax bill for 
2008/9. 

There has been significant 
investment in the services 
which residents said were 
important, such as 
increasing the frequency of 
street cleaning in town 


centres. Council spending 
plans also include 
£l57.6million for schools, 
an increase of 7.2 per cent 
on last year. 

A further £1 million to 
provide care for adults 
with learning disabilities, 
half a million towards 
fostering and adoption, 
and £200,000 to fund 
more activities for young 
people. 

In Hackney, the Council 
Tax rate for Band D 
properties has gone up by 
approximately lip a week, 
following a rise in the 
Greater London Authority’s 
(GLA) part of the tax. This 
charge is used to help fund 
the Metropolitan Police, 
Transport for London and 
the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games.

A S adults, most of 
us put our school 
days well and 
truly behind us. 
But for John Larter 
leaving school was the 
start of a career in 
education that has 
spanned more than three 
decades. 

John’s devotion to 
teaching Hackney children 
and training new teachers 
was recognised last month 
with a Lifetime 
Achievement Award from 
The Learning Trust. 

Born in Hackney, where 
he still lives, John, 64, 
attended Northwold 
Primary School in 
Clapton. He shared 
teachers with the likes of 
singer Helen Shapiro, 
T-Rex frontman Marc 
Bolan, and multi- 
millionaire entrepreneur 
Sir Alan Sugar. After 
passing his 11 -plus he 
went to Hackney Downs 
Grammar School where he 
was a contemporary of 
Lord Levy. 


It was there he first saw 
teaching could be a 
vocation: “When I look 
back I realise how good 
the teachers were. They 
were inspirational people, 
especially when you 
consider that those were 
difficult post-war times, 
when money and 
resources were scarce,” he 
said. 

At the time the school 
did not have its own 
sports field, and each 
week pupils travelled to 
Edmonton for games 
lessons. Sport has 
remained important to 
John, who has been 
involved in local football, 
cricket and athletics for 
many years. In his first job 
as a support teacher at Sir 
Thomas Abney School, 
N16, he helped form 
school sports teams. 

He went on to become 
deputy headteacher at 
Lauriston School, E9, for 
13 years which he 
describes as a ‘very happy 
time’. There, John set 
about establishing 
recreational and 
educational trips and 
promoting sport as a vital 
part of pupils’ education.

All your recycling 
questions answered 



Q: I compost my food waste using a 
wormery, but have noticed that some of my 
worms have died. What can I do? 

A: Worms tend to migrate upwards and try to escape for 
two main reasons - either their wormery is too hot or too 
wet. 

Keep the worms out of direct sunlight and in the summer 
find a shady spot where they can stay nice and cool. 
Remember to drain off the liquid from the tap in the 
bottom of the wormery so they don’t drown. 

Don’t worry if some of your worms die, they will compost 
in the wormery too, and in the meantime, you can 
purchase more worms from:

The nine-storey housing 
development, known as 
Stadthaus, will be built in less 
than three months - and save 
huge quantities of carbon 
from entering the 
atmosphere. 

The tower, the tallest of its 
kind in the world, is being 
built entirely from 
prefabricated timber panels, 
similar to giant pieces of 
plywood. They arrive on site 
ready to be slotted into 
place, allowing for speedy 
construction. Even the 
floors, stairs, load-bearing 
walls and lifts will be 
made of wood. 

Timber absorbs 
carbon through its 
natural life, and 
continues to do so after 
it is cut. The fabric of 
the tower will store 



more than 181 tonnes of 
carbon. By not using a 
reinforced concrete frame, a 
further 125 tonnes are saved 
from entering the 
atmosphere - the equivalent 
of 21 years of emissions 
from a building of this size. 
The Council granted 
planning permission for the 
£3 million scheme last year. 


The tower will contain 29 
flats, some of which will be 
affordable housing. It has 
been designed by green- 
thinking architects Waugh 
Thistleton, who were also 
behind the recently-opened 
Water House - Hackney’s 
first zero carbon restaurant 
in Orsman Road, 
Shoreditch.

His books such as The 
Scholar and Society Within 
were part of the inspiration 
for the creation of such hit 
films as Bullet Boy and 
Kidulthoood. 

The session began with 
Courttia reading some 
passages from his book 
Society Within, a collection 
of stories following the 
lives of black teenage 
Londoners on the 
‘Greenside’ estate, as they 
go through things like 
dealing with secrets, 
looking for love, avoiding 
trouble and pirate radio. 

Courttia then moved 
from descriptions of the 
rough and gritty 
reality in London 
to reading a 
more 
stylistic 
and 

abstract 


passage from his book of 
short stories, Music for the 
Off Key, where a character 
in one story makes 
mannequins for a living 
and then falls in love with 
one of them. 

It is this kind of diversity 
that Courttia stressed is 
important when following 
a career as a writer. He 
said: “It’s okay to write 
about what you know - 
about street life - but you 
have to let them know that 
you can switch it up as well 
and write in that really 
literary kind of way.” 

After the reading, it 
was the Contrast 
crew’s turn to do the 
hard work.We were 
set the task of 
writing short stories

LITTLE Boy sat with his back 
against the wooden wall, gazing 
out of the window.

Ear-splitting good

DOWN in a cosy, little 
basement venue in Dalston 
on aThursday night, and 
hipster indie fans are out in 
force for a blitz of up and 
coming acts. 

First up are Maths Class a 
Brighton based, electro indie 
quintet. 

Nothing so prosaic can be 
said about them however. 
They take to the tiny stage, 
thrashing out a mixture of 
swirling synths, roaring bass 
lines and fast paced 
drumming. 

Added to this cacophony of 
sound, ranting and 
screeching vocals create an 
idiosyncratic feast for the 
ears. 

The next act are Agaskodo 
Teliverek, a Japanese- 
Hungarian trio, led by Hiroe 
Takei, who is dressed in a 
spangly outfit with long, red 
eyelash extensions. 

Her counterparts, 
accountants by day, are 


attired in 1 980’s High School 
track and field gym kit with 
painfully tight shorts and t- 
shirts. They concoct a bizarre 
form of electronics that they 
describe as ‘psycho goulash’. 
Their sound is a mix of Takei’s 
playful vocals, mashed up 
guitar and manic synth beats, 
that get those at the front 
buzzing like Duracell bunnies. 
They end with single Hussar, 
which sees Takei leap from 
the stage. 

Last up are the much hyped 
Dananananaykroyd, a six 
piece from Glasgow with vast 
musical paraphernalia, 
including two drum kits. 

They launch into a punk 
infected racket, displaying a 
raw energy that has sections 
of the audience bopping their 
heads in a universal sign of 
approval. 

They sprint through their set, 
with the lead singer storming 
around stage while tough 
guitar riffs splurge out of the 
speakers. The set comes to 
an end and everyone shuffles 
out of what has been an 
enjoyable, if ear splitting night.

£8m for school revamp

L auriston Primary 
school is set to 
benefit from a 
£8million, state-of- 
the-art rebuild. 

Plans have been drawn up 


to expand the school to 
double its current size to 
increase the annual intake of 
pupils from 30 to 60. 

The school in Victoria 
Park is heavily over- 
subscribed, and the 
redevelopment will support 
demand from parents for 
more primary places in 
Hackney. 


The project will be jointly 
funded by the Council and 
the Department for 
Children, Schools and 
Families. 

Architects Meadowcroft 
Griffin have been awarded 
the contract to design the 
building and have been 
working with pupils to help 
them understand how their 


school will be transformed. 
During the re-build, teaching 
will continue in the existing 
building with the use of one 
temporary building. A new 
playground has already been 
built as part of the on-going 
development work. Jane 
McCuish of Meadowcroft 
Griffin said: “We wanted to 
keep the ‘Lauriston-ness’ of 


the school - to maintain the 
unique atmosphere. The 
design is open-plan, 
continuing the tradition of 
the original building which 
dates from the 1970s, and 
features shared resource 
spaces and a new multi-use 
games area.” 

The development is being 
overseen by The Learning 


Trust and is scheduled to be 
completed in April 2010. 
The planning application 
will go before the Council’s 
planning committee in April,

Supporting grandparents 


A HACKNEY based 
national charity has received 
extra funding to provide 
support and advice to 
families affected by 
substance misuse. 

The £100,000 award 
from the City of London 
Corporation’s Bridge Trust 
will be used by ADFAM, 
based in Corsham Street, 
Nl, to help grandparents 
who are bringing up their 
grandchildren as a result of 
their own kids drugs 
problems. 

The funding will pay for a 
Grandparent Carer Co- 


ordinator to set up support 
groups across London over 
the next three years. The 
ultimate aim is to establish a 
London Grandparent Carer 
Network. 

One grandparent, who is 
raising four children after 
her daughter’s drug-related 
death, said: “It has been a 
struggle, I am exhausted, 
looking after them is a full- 
time job.” 

ADFAM was set up in 
1984 by the mother of a 
heroin user. The charity’s 
Chief Executive, Vivienne 
Evans, said: “We are 


thrilled with this news, 
there is currently a chronic 
lack of support and a host 
of complex problems 
facing grandparent carers.” 

According to a report by 
the Advisory Council on the 
Misuse of Drugs report, up 
to 300,000 children in 
England and Wales are from 
families in which one or 
both parents are drug users.

Teen pregnancy down 


THE number of teenage 
girls getting pregnant in 
Hackney has continued 
to drop, and the borough 
has been praised for 
leading a national trend. 
According to figures 
from the Office for 
National Statistics 
(ONS), teen pregnancies 
are at their lowest in 
England and Wales for 
the last 20 years. And 
Hackney has reduced its 
rates by a massive 28 per 
cent since 1998, 
compared with a national 
average of 13 per cent. 

The Department for 
Children, Schools and 
Families stated that ‘if all 
areas were doing as well, 


national reduction would 
more than double’. It 
added that ‘areas such as 
Hackney have shown by 
fully implementing the 
Government’s Teenage 
Pregnancy Strategy, 
change is possible’. 

Steve Goodman, 
Deputy Director of the 
Council’s Children and 
Young People’s Services, 
said: “More young 
people in Hackney are 
showing maturity and 
responsibility for their 
own sexual health - with 
support from our local 
Teenage Pregnancy 
Partnership, which brings 
together health, 
education and Council 


services to deliver the 
strategy. We have a good 
chance of meeting a 60 
per cent reduction target 
by 2010.” 

Hackney’s programme 
is the biggest in the 
country. Funded by Team 
Hackney and the 
Government, it includes 
grants to help young 
mothers with childcare, 
peer mentoring, advice 
on contraception, and 
counselling.

TUDENTS 
presented 
innovative ideas 
about how to keep 
stations pristine at the end 
of a two-day workshop at 
the University of East 
London (UEL). 

It was part of the Young 
Crossrail Education 
Programme, which aims to 
involve local pupils in a 
development that will 
directly connect London 
with Maidenhead and 
Heathrow in the west and 
Essex and Kent in the east. 

For five weeks, students 
from Millfields Community 
School and Hackney Free 
and Parochial School 
researched how railway 
rubbish is managed. Both 
are part of the Eco-Schools 
Programme, an 
international group of 


projects that teach students 
to take responsibility for 
their environment. 
Crossrail has been 
promoting the programme 
to 750 schools along the 
planned route. 

The pupils interviewed 
the public and visited 
stations along the Crossrail 
line, finding that 99 per 


cent agreed more rubbish 
should be recycled. They 
also investigated the 
number of cleaners and 
waste bins at stations, as 
well as recycling policies, 
and found 52 per cent of 
station waste is paper, left 
on seats and escalators. 

UEL Education Officer, 
Priya Khambhaita, said: “It 


was a pleasure to host this 
event and to see both 
schools working hard to 
produce outstanding 
projects.”

Move to reduce road accidents 


PIONEERING work is 
being carried out in 
Hackney to discover why 
black children are at greater 
risk of being hurt in a road 
accident. 


Youngsters from black 
and minority ethnic 
communities are one-and- 
a-half times more likely to 
be injured on the roads 
than white children. 


Transport for London 
(TfL) has funded a number 
of pilot studies across the 
capital to find out why. 

In Hackney, black 
children will be working 


with a TV and film 
production company to 
make a documentary 
comparing their parents’ 
and grandparents’ 
experience of road safety in 
their native countries with 
present-day London. 

The two reports, 
produced for TfL by the 
London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine, 
explore the relationship 
between deprivation, 
ethnicity and road safety. 

Road traffic injury rates 
from 1996-2006 were 
highest for black children 
(175 per 100,000), lowest 
for Asian children (92 per 
100,000) compared to white 
children (115 per 100,000).

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Look in the mirror 

A NEW initiative has been launched 
to reduce the number of cyclists 
killed or injured by lorries. 

Collisions with goods 
vehicles are the biggest 
cause of cycling fatalities in 
London. A tragic local case 
being that of father-of-one, 

Ninian Donald, who died after a 
collision at the junction of ^ 

Kingsland Road last May. 

Now Transport for London (TfL) is issuing 
1 0,000 free safety mirrors to freight companies 
that operate in the capital to help prevent accidents. 

The lenses, known as Fresnels, stick to the passenger 
window giving lorry drivers a better view of cyclists 
alongside their vehicles. 

David Brown, TfL Managing Director of Surface Transport, 
said: “Our new campaign is designed to give both cyclists 
and goods vehicle drivers the practical tools they need to 
be safe and be seen on London’s roads." 

Charlie Lloyd, HGV campaigner at London Cycling 
Campaign, added: “We urge all freight operators in London 
to use these lenses, which will help drivers see cyclists on 
their left side and remind them of their responsibility to 
ensure the safety of all vulnerable road users.” 

In 2006, nine of the 1 9 cyclists who died on London’s roads 
were involved in a collision with a goods vehicle. 

Provisional data from the Met Police indicates that nine out 
of the 1 6 cyclists killed last year also collided with a goods 
vehicle.

Ingredients 

• 50g fresh mozzarella or cream cheese 

• lOOg chopped wild garlic 

•2 tablespoons minced parsley 

• Salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 

• 1 lb. dried penne or fusilli pasta 

• 2 tablespoons butter 

• Lots of freshly grated parmesan cheese 

Method 

• Combine the cream cheese or mozerella, 
wild garlic and half the parsley in a large 
bowl; season with salt and pepper 

• Bring a large pot of salted water to a boil over 
high heat. Add pasta and cook until al dente 


• Just before pasta is cooked, carefully 
remove half a cup of the boiling water. 
Whisk enough of the hot water into the

What are the main areas of 
responsibility? 

Child protection is our priority 
and we will work to safeguard 
all children and young people. 
The main responsibilities of the 
family therapist will beta 
support their colleagues within 
the social work units regarding 
any cases which may need 
clinical support. They will need 
to engage in conversations 
with children and young 
people and their families who 
might be experiencing crisis. 
The aim of family therapy is to 
help families participate in 
conversations that are 
enabling; recognise their 


strengths and resources; and 
help them find solutions to 
problems which are often 
historical in nature. The role is 
integral in supporting the 
family and wider professional 
network.
